ANTICS OF WATCHEs, 


There are Movements as Uncertain as an 
April Day. 

Decidedly the watch is a very queer 
thing. It possesses some unaccountable 
pecuharities. Sometime ago, when there 
had been a succession of fine displays of the 
aurora borealis, it was estimated that in a 
single nightin New York the mainsprings 
of not less than 3,000 watches broke. The 
estimate is based on actual enquiries. 

Fine, sensitive watches are particularly 
liable to be affected by electrical atmospheric 
disturbances. During the months of June, 
July, and August, when these phenomena 
are most frequent, there are more main- 
springs broken than during all the remaining 
months of the year. They break ina variety 
of ways, sometimes snapping into as many 
as 27 pieces. 

It 1s @ fact that since the use of electric 
light has become so general a large number 
of watches, some of them very fine ones, 
hase become magnetized. While in this 
condition they are useless as timekeepers. 
This defect used to be considered incurable, 
and because of it thousands of watches have 
been thrown away after much money had 
been spent on them in vain attempts to per- 
suade them to keep good time. 

Among the many methods resorted to 
were washing the parts in garlic juice, re- 
finishing and passing them through the fire. 
But all these devices were entire failures, or 
only in part effective. 

There are occasions when it is a very 
serious matter to have your watch magne- 
tized. The captain of an Atlantic steamer, 
before putting to sea on a recent voyage 
was invited to inspect an electric dynamo 
machine and examined its parts closely. 

Soon after getting on board the steamer 
he noticed that the compass became strange- 
ly affected when he approached it. Whether 
he stood on the right or the left or immedi- 
ately in front of the compass, the needle 
would invariably point to him. The com- 
pass was worse than useless when he came 
near it. It was dangerousand might wreck 
the ship. 

This phenomenon alarmed and puzzled 
the captain not a little. At length he re- 
called his visit to the dynamo machine, and 
the true solution of the eccentric behaviour 
of the needle tlashed upon him. His watch 
had become magnetized. When he remov- 
ed it the needle resumed its constancy® to 
the polar star. 

Watches frequently get magnetized in 
iron mines or machine ehops, where they 
are incautiously brought near swiftly run- 
ning belts. 

It is a well-known factamong horologists 
that no watch will keep the same time with 
two people. The cause has not yet been 
definitely ascertained, but it would seem 
that in some mysterious way a watch is

The exact number of deaths by it there can- 
not be given, as the statistics of mortality 
are not kept; but it :nay be inferred from 
such facts as have been gathered that it was 
between 12,000 and 15,000. It advanced 
northward, and in June was as far north as 
Aleppo, where the death list became enor- 
mous during that month and afterward. 
Many people on the Syrian coast fled toward 
the Euphrates, but sanitary cordons were 
established there and they could not proceed 
further. The most recent reports about it 
are those from Damascus. It is on account 
of the large amount of travel between that 
region and the southern parts of Turkey in 
Europe, that apprehension has been raised 
in Constantipople. It is reassuring, however, 
to recall the fact that the infection did not 
reach Europe at the time of the last epide- 
mic of cholera in Asia Minor. 

In another part of the world, the eastern 
coast of China, the epidemic has prevailed 
extensively during the past few months, and 
it was speading at the time of the last ac- 
counts from there. In the month of Septem 
ber it was still prevalent to an alarming ex- 
tent in Canton. Hong Kong, Amoy, Foo 
Choo, Shanghai, and other cities. The 
mandarins and other officials have striven 
to allay its ravages by their efforts to im- 

rove the sanitary condition of their cities, 
ut the measure of their success has not been 
encouraging.

LEPERS IN BOKHARA. 


Unfortunate Wen Torn from Their Families 
by Order of the Government. 


A letter from Samarcand saysthat the 
Emir of Bokhara has issued a decree pro 
hibiting the marriage of lepers.
